and Rear-Admiral Digby to Mr Steplrens, of which the. 
following are extracts. 


Stephens, dated gx beard the Sandwich,” at fea,’ the'1 5th 
of February-& 780. Per eae ‘ 
LEASE to acquaint their Lordthips, that on the 13th 
inftant.d left the Bayrot Gibraltar, with his Majefty’s 
fleet under my command ; the Marlborough, Invincible, and 
Defence arrived the fame-day, after conducting the viétual- 
lers and ftore-fhips to Mahon ; daring their paflage to and 
from thas Mand they had not’ met with or heard of any of 
the enemy’s thips cruifing in thofe feas. In the evening his 
Majetty’s thip the Triton joined me in the Gut, after having 
couducted the convoy and the money he was charged with 
fafe into the port of Mahon, where he had remained two 
doves and then proceeded to join me with the Governor’s 
difpatches : he reports to me, that every thing in that ifland 
was in perfect fecurity and order. 

Their Lordthips will pleafe to obferve, by the correfpon- 
dence between the Spanifh Admiral, the General who com- 
mands the Spanith forces before Gibraltar, and myfelf, that 
I had given orders for the embarkation of Monfieur Langa- 
ra to take place for England, upon the Englifh{prifoners not 
being delivered up. st ; 

On the morning of the intended embarkation the Spanith 
General fent notice, that the Englith prifoners were on their 
way to St Roch; that he had received pofitive orders from 
his Sovereign to treat them with the highéft refpe& and at- 
teation ; that the Court of Madrid were truly fenfible of the 
humanity and wurbanity with which their officers and men 
had been treated ; dire&ting him and the Viceroy of the 

rovince, and all his Catholic Majetty’s officers, to treat the 
Englith officers with the greateft civility and kindnefs. 
Spanifh Admiral, after having fent me his letter, ac- 
quainting me With his extreme ill {tate of health, and the 
‘ous condition’ of his wounds,, not then healed, as 
likewife the General of the Spanith army’s letter to him of 
that morning, wherein he mentioned the exprefs orders of 
his Catholic Majeity relative to the treatment and refpedt 
he_was to thew to the. Byitith officers on his receiving them 
at St Roch, and conducting them to Gibraltar; I thought 
it a woft proper time to add to that generous treatment, 
which had made ‘fo great an impreffion on the Court of Ma- 
nation, by releafing the Spanifh Ad- 
miral and the Spanith officers upon their parole of honour, 
figned by the Admiral and al the Spanith officers.

*¢ "This day, in the Houfe of Commons, Mr Viner brought in a bill to 
re(train the arre(t of the perfan of any defendant, on an execution. for 
debts under forty fhillings. It was read a firft time. 

“© Lord Beanchamp requefted the Houfe would attend to a motion 
which he was then going to make. ‘There were, he faid, certain de- 
{criptions of debtors,’ who, though ready to deliver up their whole pro- 
perty, wére never confidered as objedts fit to be relieved by.an infolvent 
act® arid were confequently condemned to-perpetual imprifonment; he 
meant, debtors confined by the Spiritual Courts, and théie detained at 
the fuit of the Crown. Excluded from almoft every. hope of liberty, 
they pined if goals, and feldom, if ever, experienced the mercy of the 
L.egiflature, except on fuch occafions as no good. fubjeét withed to fee, 
the death of the Prince on the Throne: Tor then, and then only, they 
wefe releafed by a general aét of grace. ‘There was likewife another 
{pecies of ptifoners who were objeéts of the induizence and.compaffion 
of the Legiflature. ‘Thefe were perfons confined for debts and penalties 
incurred by having been engaged in a-contraband trade. There exilted 
iudeed, an a€t of Parliament, by which, in time of war, they might 
regain their liberty, on entering into his Majefty’s fervice,- or, finding 
fufficient fubftitutes to ferve for them, ‘Io thefe mea he meant to ex- 
tend the benefit of the aét which he had brought iu a few days ago, for 
explaining and amending the aét of the 32d of George Il. commonly 
called the Lards Aft. But, as he did not mean to deprive the fervice of 
the affittince of men, who, from their knowledge of the coafts, were 


very able pilots, he did not inean that they thould obtain any benefit - 


from his aét in time of war, when, on contenting'to beeome fervieeable 
to their country, they could eafily obtain thelr liberty. - But as, in time 
of peace, their country not ftanding th need Of their fervices, they were 
neceflarily condemned to perpetual imprifunment, or at jeait to impri- 
fonment during the time of peace, he wifhed to afford them fome relief, 
and to deliver them from a confinement which extinguifhed évery ray 
of comfort in their breaft. He. concluded by moving, “ ‘That. inttrac- 
*¢ ‘tions be given to the Committee fitting above ftairs on a bill to ex- 
*© plain and amend an act of the 32d of the Jate King to admit one or 
¢*’ more claufe or claufes that thould extend relief to perfons confined at 
¢ ‘the fuit of the Crown, ‘and by Spiritual Courts.” This métion met 
with oppofition from Mr Barrow and Mr Brett, on the idea that it-would 
encourage fmiggling. 

“© Mr T. Townfoend entertained a very favourable opinion of the mo- 
tion. The debtors confined at the fuit of the Crown experienced great 
hardthips. He had known one, whofe cdfé he had fubmitted to the 
Board of ‘Treatury. ‘Phe perfon he alluded to had become infolvent, 
and-bad delivered up all his effiéts to his credMorst ‘The Sollicitor for 
the Crown to which he ftood'indebted, had becn hegligent, and had 

.not iffued an extent againft his goods, till they had been all fold by 

the other creditors; had the extent been iffied fooner, the Crown- 
debt would have been paid, and the man might have been freed from 
the others by an infolvent act, But the other creditors having been ex- 
peditions in the proceedings, the unfortunate man ftill remained a debt- 
or to the Crown, and confequently a: prifoner. In cafes of fmeggling, 
he had obferveda. very great defire, in the Board of Treafury, to free 
ptifoners from the pénalty’ inflicted on them; but, for the fake of the 
revenue, they-had always‘infilted upon the payment of the duties, on 
\which terms alone they wou!d confent to remit the fine.
